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FACTORIES' HEAD 
KILLED IN PLANT 


Clayton S. Reaser Meets Tragic 
Death in Basement of 
Chint he Built. 


CAUGHT IN THE BELTING 


One Leg Torn from the Body which 


wan 
Other wine 
Badly 
Cut 
and 


Bruised. 
Haw Large Family. 


Caught by a large belt in the dim­ 
ly lighted basem ent of 
the 
Reaser 
furniture factory this morning, Clay- j 
ton S. Reaser, general m anager of the 
two local establishments, was whirled 
around both pulley wheels sustaining 
injuries which caused his death with­ 
in a few •minute*. 
Life was fa st ebb­ 
ing when the badly 
mangled 
body 
was found. 
Mr. Reaser had made 
a 
practice 
lately of going through 
all 
depart­ 
ments of the two plants early in the 
morning, and was evidently on these 
rounds when he met his death. 
He 
hatl visited the G ettysburg factory, 
across the railroad tracks, and greet­ 
ed the men there 
cheerfully. 
Then 
he returned to the older conc\*rn. 
So fa r as can be found no one saw 
him go into the basem ent where there 
are a number of belts a n i 
pulleys, 
all traveling at high speed, 
Allan B. 
Plank and a party of 
his 
workmen 
had some repairing to do in this base­ 
ment and Mr. Plank asked th a t 
the 
power be thrown off for a short time 
so that this work could be done w ith­ 
out his men being endangered by the 
belts. 


Mr. Reaser evidently was 
caught 
by the belt only a minute of two be­ 
fore Mr. Plank gave 
these 
instruc­ 
tions for at about the same time men 
in the room above this 
part of 
the 
basem ent fe’t a bum ping on the floor 
which jarred the machines. 
Mervin Crouse, the foreman of the 
room, went into the 
basement 
ju st 
ahead of Mr. Plank and his men and 
was horrified to see a human leg ly ­ 
ing some distance from one 
of 
the 
main belts. 
Looking farth er he saw' 
the p ro stra te body and he immediate­ 
ly summoned other men. 
A t first, in 
the dim light, the men did not recog­ 
nize Mr. Reader. 
He was tenderly 
carried to a side. 
’Blood was gush­ 
ing from his head. 
The one leg was 
to m entirely from the body, and the 
other was mangled severely. 
There 
were# numerous ( her injuries. 
Ile 
died within a minute 
after 
he w'as 
found, about 8:35 o’clock. 


Mark* on the 
ceiling 
an I 
pipes 
showed 
where 
the 
body 
had been 
whirled about. 
His clothing wa-? bad­ 
ly torn, his hat was found some dis­ 
tance from the body, some personal 
effect* a t other places, and the whole 
scene showed the tragic manner 
in 
which the man had met his death. 
The body was carried out 
of 
the 
basem ent by Norm an 
C assatt 
and 
Edward M 'Sherry, and taken to the 
new office building. 
L ater it was re­ 
moved to his home on Hanover street. 
AU work at 
both 
factories 
was 
stopped immediately and 
the 
men 
dismissed for the day. 


An Unusual Life 


Clayton S. Reaser was one of 
the 
most useful citizens 
which 
G ettys­ 
burg has possessed. 
H e was a strik­ 
ing example of the 
self-made man, 
and in making himself he established 
the first large 
successful 
m anufac­ 
turing establishment which the town 
ever possessed. 


He was a native of York County. 
L eft without a mother at the age of 
four years and thrown largely on his 
own resources early in his life, he had 
a hard struggle; but industry, perse­ 
verance, and application 
gave 
him 
the foundation necessary for the suc­ 
cess which he afterw ard achieved. 
The local fu rn itu re interests 
had 
been unsuccessful in their early years 
and in 11M)7 Mr. Reaser was secured 
in an effort to build up an 
industry 
which would b rin g financial 
returns 
to stockholders 
who 
had 
invested 
heavily, and which would 
give 
the 
town an establishm ent which 
W'ould 
mean something worth 
while 
in 
a 
business way. 
Mr. Reaser him self told that, w'hen 
he came from York to G ettysburg to 
take this position, b e rode a bicycle 
as he did not have th e money for c a r­ 
fare. 
When 
he 
took 
charge, 
the 
plant had but seventeen men employ­ 
ed. 
He 
soon 
had 
it 
working full 
time, took on more men, built exten­ 
sive buildings, and later was instru­ 
mental in the form ation of the Get­ 
tysburg 
Furniture 
Company, 
the 
building of an extensive plant there, 
and the employment of more men. 
The meager pay-roll of 
the 
day 


w'hen Mr. Reaser arrived in 
G ettys- j 
burg increased steadily until as m any 
as 350 men were working there with 
a weekly pay-roll running as high as , 
$3500. 
In addition to his Gettysburg f u r ­ 
niture interests Mr. Reaser was con­ 
cerned in the Peerless 
Company 
at 
Shippensburg, in the 
proposed 
new 
chair factory at 
Biglerville 
and 
in 
other furniture and lumber concerns, j 
His Religious Life 
Mr. Reaser was of a 
deeply 
reb- I 
gious nature and he 
told 
in 
later j 
years, that when he came to G ettys­ 
burg he made a vow that if he were 
granted success here, he would de­ 
vote his life to helping others. 
T hat 
he kept this vow is known 
through­ 
out the town. 
He frequently bore criticism 
be- 1 
cause of his employment of men 
at 
the factories w'ho 
were 
apparently 
“down and out”. But he always w’ent 
on the theory that the man 
with 
a 
past also has a future, and if it w as 
possible he would give him a 
fresh 
start. 
Many men can bear testim ony 
to the help that came from Mr. R ea­ 
ser w’hf-n there was no one 
else 
to 
whom they could turn. 
His spirit, however, was not th a t 
of the man w'ho endeavors to substi­ 
tute altrui-m for 
Christianity, 
for 
he was a devoted and devout church 
member. 
He became identified with 
St. Jam es Lutheran church 
immed­ 
i a c y after he came 
to G ettysburg, 
and in every phase of activity there 
he dr I his full share. 
He and 
his 
family were large financial contribu­ 
tors to every object and their contri­ 
butions of tim e and effort were 
p ro ­ 
portional * to their financial 
assist­ 
ance. 
The spirit which led him to want 
to help those who were 
unfortunate 
or who had fallen in other ways also 
led him to try to bring them to a re­ 
alization of 
their 
religious obliga­ 
tions and he developed 
this 
feeling 
largely among the 
hundreds of 
em ­ 
ployes under him. 
Mr. Reaser was superintendent of 
St. Jam es Lutheran Sunday 
School 
for a number of years, holding 
th at 
position a t the tim e of his death. The 
Sunday School, always 
a successful 
organization, was specially so under 
his direction, and he will be sorely 
missed in the religious 
life 
of 
the 
town, as well as in its business 
ac­ 
tivities. 
Mr. Rea-er was an unrem itting foe 
of all things which 
he 
regarded as 
evil and debasing. 
He was willing 
to give of his time, his means, and 
his industry for a campaign ag ain st 
evils, just as freely as he would give 
•the same where there might be some 
financial return. 
Mr. Reaser in addition to being 
a 
man of tireless business effort and a 
striking example of the power of a p ­ 
plied Christianity, 'was also a man 
of unusual courage in the face of ob- 
stav'les. 
The building 
and 
m a in te ­ 
nance of the large 
furniture 
inter­ 
ests here were not accomplished w ith­ 
out infinite trials and difficulties all 
J of which he met with fine spirit. 
Recent 
among 
these 
difficulties 
were the em bargo which made g en er­ 
al shipm ents of the 
plants’ 
output 
difficult, the fuel situation, 
and 
the 
chance for men quitting the factories 
to get high wages in governm ent po­ 
sitions. 
He maintained his courage, 
however, meeting each new difficulty 
as it came along with zeal and an ef­ 
fort to overcome it. 
The two large 
plants 
with their 
recently completed 
handsome 
office 
building will be a 
monument to 
his 
memory; 
the 
good he has done fo r 
the town in a business w ay 
will 
be 
long remembered; and scores of peo­ 
ple will recall in years 
to come 
his 
efforts in their 
behalf 
and in 
the 
causes to which he devoted his life. 
Clayton S. Reaser was nearly 41 
years old. He leaves his wife and seven 
children, 
Catherine, 
Helen, 
Ruth, 
i Paul, Farther, David, and Joseph, all 
at home. 
H it father, Louis Reaser, 
lived with him, and he also has a sis­ 
ter, 
Mrs. 
John 
Shewer, 
living on 
I Route 4, Dover, York County. 
The funeral arrangem ents have not 
* been made.

The men ha I been electrocuted when 
the machine ran into charged 
wire 
and the “ Invincible” was sent out to 
keep the other tank from being taken 
by the enemy. 
The effort was suc­ 
cessful. 
Sergeant M ajor Miller 
pi­ 
loted the resetting “ ship.” 
He fought at Ypres and Verdun, 
knows the full power of the anti-tank 
‘guns, and can talk by the hour of his 
experiences. 
Sergeant Goeurney Is equally 
in­ 
teresting. He w rn the Croix de guerre 
for bravery, and was three tim es cit­ 
ed for sp ecia l work, being awarded 
the coveted palm in each instance.

ione of then* he volunteered with his 
entire company to 
rescue 
a 
fallen 
major beyond the wire. Four m en were 
chosen for the work, two were killed 
in the attempt. 
Sergeant Goeurney 
returned with the other and the m a­ 
jor.

in

box.” His modesty is well shown in 
his comment *>n this fe st. 
“ There was nothing to it. 
I called 
to them to lay down their guns. They

command. 
They thought I had a big 
force with me and it was easy.

Paris.—O f ail the splendid troops 
of 
France 
th e 
division 
stands 
among the very first. Long before tile 
memorable days of 19J4 It had made 
Its reputation for bravery und bard 
fighting. 
Since then It has added 
many a glorious page to its history 
and won*— at a heavy price, ains!—the 
highest honors that France has to give 
her valiant soldiers. Ail of the officers 
and most of the men are French, but 
there are also some regiments com­ 
posed of native troops from F ran ces 
largest and most important colonies. 
Home time ago the workers at the 
Jitney depot of the American Fund for 
French Wounded took supplies and 
comfort bags to two of their field am ­ 
bulances. 
Th** gifts were greatly ap­ 
preciated ami on a return visit the 
American workers had the pleasure of 
seeing the wounded men arrayed in 
some of their nicest pajamas and hos­ 
pital shirts, looking warm and com­ 
fortable. 
The doctors were loud In 
their praises ami very grateful for the. 
dressings and other things taken out, 
all of which were being used to good 
advantage. 
This small eulogy Is merely a pre­ 
face that one may better understand 
the committee's feelings when an Invi­ 
tation ram** from General I) 
ask­ 
ing them to lunch at his headquarters. 
which are In a small village some four 
miles back of the lines In a quaint old 
farmhouse with a big courtyard In 
front. 
Here the regimental band was 
drawn up to greet them with a fan­ 
fare on their arrival. 
They continued 
to play throughout lunch, music quite 
unlike the usual military, music, for 
they 
use 
their 
native 
Instruments, 
mostly wind and of wood, and play 
weird, haunting melodies In a minor 
key, 
There Is a touch of sadness In 
them and the call of the Fast as well. 


A Sheep Roasted Whole. 
After the Americans hail been wel­ 
comed by the general and his staff, 
luncheon was served, and a wonderful 
meal it was, for they Introduced us to 
several native dishes, such os “kous- 
lcotis" and n whole masted sheep that 
two soldiers carried around th** table 
for the visitors to nee and admire be­ 
fore It was rut up and served. 
An 
Arab cook had received twenty-four 
hours leave from the trenches to corno 
and prepare it in true Arab fashion. 
The sweet was a work of art made by 
a "Poilu" who, in prewar days was the 
chef in a big pastry shop in Lyons. 
Flowers and fruit decked the table, 
and even menu cards were not lacking. 
In fact they were o f especial interest, 
charming watercolor sketches of the 
various types of French soldier, from 
the old Territorial down to the debo­ 
nair Colonial. They were the work of 
one of the companies of this division 
and had been fighting for France since 
the first days of the war. 
After luncheon the Americans were 
invited to attend a musical review 
written by one of the officers. 
It was 
given In a barracks at one end of which 
the stage was erected. Then came th*? 
orchestra, well filled with soldier mu­ 
sicians. a few chairs for the "honored 
guests” and after that rows of benches. 
It was a full house. 
Tile singing and 
aeting were all done by the soldiers, 
and it was extraordinary how much 
talent and ability they displayed. 
Warm Praise for Americans. 
lf this especial soldier troupe should 
ever decide to tour the States our Mask 
nod Wig and Hasty Pudding clubs 
would have to look to their laurels. In 
the last act a warm tribute was paid 
to the United States. 
They spoke not 
only of the nephews Uncle Sum was 
sending to help win the fight for Jus­ 
tice and right, but also of their Ameri­ 
can sisters who, since the first days of 
war, have done so much to help lighten 
the heavy load that France Is hearing. 
The scene was the Statue of Liberty 
with several American soldiers stand­ 
ing guard. 
Only Liberty was such a 
tali goddess that her (or rather his) 
head was lost In the clouds and she 
(he) had to skip off her (his) pedestal 
to be seen. 
The general had Invited nil the chil­ 
dren of the village to he present and 
they were Installed on either side of 
the orchestra. 
The prefect and his 
family had provided a toy and the 
American Fund for French Wounded a 
small American tlag for each child. 
These were distributed during one of 
the entr’actes and it was a Joy to 
watch the sen of happy little faces on 
all aides. 
After the performance the Americans 
returned to headquarters where a de­ 
licious tea awaited them. 
Then came 
goodbys and they left feeling they had 
had a very wonderful day and were 
indeed 
fortunate 
to 
he 
numbered 
among the friends of this bund of 
heroes.

EvIan-les-Bains.—l ive hundred lit­ 
tle children, a trifle tlrod-looking, per­ 
haps a little hysterical because worn 
by the strain of three days on the train, 
tramped joyously up the street, their 
wooden sabots pattering a triumphant 
tattoo on the hard pavement, skipping, 
some of them, to the blare of the 
trum peters who led the way. and cry­ 
ing "Vive la France” ut every welcom­ 
ing tri-color. They rushed up by doz­ 
ens to shake hands with anyone who 
was on the street to see them at five 
o’clock in the morning. 
Each of them was dressed In his or 
her Sunday hest, and toting a home­ 
made pack. 
All the time the six old 
ex-Pollus tooted away on their trura- 
peta as they led the bobbetty proces­ 
sion. It reminded one of the Pled Pi­ 
per who piped strange tunes In llaine- 
lln and led away all the village chil­ 
dren when their elders refused to pay 
him for ridding the town of Its rats. 
Tiles*' trumpeters were leading Bel­ 
gian children to a 
warm meal at 
Evian. 
Five hundred children, who 
had left their mothers and fathers In 
the land where food is scarce, were 
*m their way to a big refuge In the old 
(’hartreuse monastery at Le d a n d ie r. 
There the Belgian government and the 
American Bed Cross have fitted up a 
home for a thousand refugees. 
Not Enough to Eat. 
They were not orphans—just chil­ 
dren who were not getting enough to 
eat. 
Back in Belgium a Belgian com­ 
mittee had picked them out as under­ 
nourished and asked their mothers to 
let them go to France, where wheat 
and sugar are not too plenty, hut 
where the rations are more liberal. 
The commission for relief in Belgium 
brought something to them in Bel­ 
gium. hut, ♦•specially since the Ameri­ 
cans left, It had to he stretched a long 
way. 
"Aren’t 
you 
hungry?” 
some 
one 
asked one of the Belgian children. 
"Why, no,” the ten-year-old replied. 
" I ate yesterday.” 
The trum peters piloted them to the 
Casino, where the women of Evlnn 
had laid out a breakfast. Six or seven 
children, too weak to stand the mile’s 
walk, were carried in the Mg Ameri­ 
can Red Crow ambulances that traus- 
j>ort the old men ami women week­ 
days, when the trains bring In the 
French repatriates. 
There was a big celebration In the 
Casino. The mayor of Evian made a 
speech, hut most of the children were 
obviously much too tired to try to 
puzzle out his big words. 
They were 
much more interested In the hand. 
The hand played “The Savoyard," the 
anthem of Evlan’s mountain province 
and then It played the “Brahanconne,” 
the national hymn of Belgium.

Counter Measures Regard Cannon aa 
Best Suited for Repulsing M on­ 
sters— Hand Grenades Consid­ 
ered Useless by Authorities. 


With the French Armies.—The alarm 
wMth which the Germans view the In­ 
creasing use cif tanks and “chariots 
of assault” by the allied armies In 
their attacks is indicated by the fol­ 
lowing rules, which are taken from a 
general order, doted November t7, 
1917, clipt tired from the group of ar­ 
mies of Caudry: 
“Obstacles—Trench*** of a minimum 
width of from 13 to 10*2 feet and a 
depth of at least ten feet, also a very 
thick mud. constitute very serious ob­ 
stacles against tanks. Freshly plowed 
lund or barricades are easily crosse*!. 
“It Is n«»t worth while const meting 
obstacles; it is preferable to attack. 
Guns Are Essential. 
"Methods of attack—A rtillery: Tanks 
on the inarch sh* uld he attacked by 
the artillery before their entry into ac­ 
tion. even if there Is not a great chance 
of hitting them. The essential thing is 
to forbid the enemy Infantry to follow 
th e m ; it Is necessary that the enemy 
Infantrymen fear .he font? over which 
the tanks are advancing. 
“To attack tho tanks themselves, the 
only reasonable meilusl is to place the 
cannon In the advanced zone of Hie 
battlefield, so that they may be able 
Immediately to put the tanks out of 
action by direct hit*. Every shot which 
lilts the mark kills several men of the 
crew und often sets fire to the tank.

It W a* Coined 120 Year* Ago, With 
Value Omitted and Is Now 
a Curio. 


Macon, O.—Recently Ii. B. Gray ot 
l ’im bloom w as in Macon unci bought 
u ten-dollar gold piece which bore th e 
date of 1707. 
This gold piece was of 
unusual shape, being the size of a half- 
dollar, and about as thick as a silver 
quarter. On one side it had the word 
"L iberty” over a bust, til** face 
of 
which resem bled that of Queen Vic­ 
toria. 
It also had Id stars. 
On th** reverse side there w as the 
usual spread eagle and shield with th e 
words *‘K Pluribus 
Unum” ami 
IS 
stars, with the words "U nited Slates 
of Am erica.” 
The num ber of dollars 
tills gold piece represented w ere not 
indicated anyw here on It. 
Mr. Gray wild that It was given to 
him a good many years ago by a friend 
In New York, who had two of them , 
'i ii** statem ent was m ade by th e donor 
that there w ere only about I - or 13 
of these gold pieces issued w hen It was 
discovered th at they did not indicate 
tile value, the .<10 having been om it­ 
ted. 
Upon the discovery of th e omis­ 
sion th** government attem pted to re­ 
call the gold pieces, but they w ere such 
oddities that they w ere very highly 
treasured by the holders. 
Mf. Gray states th at it is his Infor­ 
m ation that th e $140 w as offered for 
each one that could he recovered.

says In* thinks that Inasm uch as th at 
was th** price before tho day of auto­ 
mobiles, th a t the freak 
gold 
piece

flivver now, and stands ready to m ake 
such a swap.
